The educationnl obligations of Amuerica

fo Germany are Indeed wide and desp.
They, relate to literature, sclence, art,
eduention and religlon. The Berman girts
were first communicated through a few
pernoiln, YOUnNg ploneers from Amerlea
who, after having recelved a partinl edu-
eatlon here, went oyer to Germany to
sudy more deeply and Intenslvely, They
have also been communleated directly
from German to Ameriean Inatitutions,
The German univeraltien to whioh the
first Amerloan students resorted In the
sarly part of the nineteenth century were
{n part recent creations, and In part ree
eonstructiona  on old  foundations; but
how rich they were, how free, and how

wildernoewn, All three of these men In-
fluented for good the policles of Harvard
Univaraity,

The American ploneera in Garmany dur-
Ing the firat half of the 10th cen-
tury brought back wvarlous knowledges,
varfous akllls and many pregnant doc
trinea.  The variety of knowledge nnd
akill which could be procured at the Ger-
man universitiea at that early day was
somalhing astounding to these Amerlean
youthe, something Indeseribably rich and
varlous. WIth thelr own personal ex-
periences and galhs they brought baek
alao to Ameriea the structure of the
modern  German university, then young
In Germany and In Americn not yat con-
celved of. They had, moreover, abgorbed

that noble German polley of nondemle
freedom, [resdomy for the student and
the tencher alike. This academic free-

dom meant emancipation from tradition
and  prejudice, and  from authority,
whether governmental or ecclesinstical.
They saw, also, how two great doctrinea
whieh hWad sprung from . the German
Protestant Refarmation had been deveal-
oped by Germans from geed then planted
In Germany, The first was the dootrine
of universal education, developed from
the Protestant conception of Individual
reaponeibility: and the second was the

Kolng ovar to anlarme thelr sxperisnces,
to maks naw observations, to put In

ractiee tha inductive method of Arriv-
ng at trath, and to learn to think pro-
foundly and accurately in the German
universities, That stream han flowed
backward all over this country, fertiliz-
Ing It with German thought and Gsirman
methods, These thousands of Amariean
studsnta have absorbed |n Germany that
aplendid apireit of sclentific research now
daveloped in all flelds of knowledgs on
the same method and In the same spirit,
Belantifle research han  bean lesrned
throligh practice In dermany by thou-
sands of Amerloan students and fesch-
ern. It In imposnible to describa of nven
imagine what af Immenss Intell setual
gift this has been from Garmany to
Amearlen. Tt is, of course, triua that
Amerien I8 Indebted not only te Germany
but also to England, Scandinavin, Franes,
Itnly, and of late to Russla, for this pire
feated mpirit and mothod of research, but
Ameariea I8 mora Indebted to Germany
than to any other nation, because the
ringe of German research has bean wider
nnd deeper than has been ween In any
other of the natlons mentioned,

There Is another bond of unfon be.
twaen Germany and Ameriea which mnay
tome some day to the stage of practioal
efMeacy. To be sure, It I1a nothing but
A& sentiment or feellng; but sentiments
often supply the motllve power for vigot-
ous action, The Taulonle peoples set n
highar value on truth In spesch, thought
and actlon than any other peoples. Gers
many and Amerlen, England, Bcandi-
navia and Holland are one In this re-
spect, They all love truth; they seek It;
they woo It They respect the man who
speaks and aots the truth even to hin
own Injury. The English Bacon nald of
truth: "It fs the soverelgn good of hu-
man nature,'” That la what all the Teu-
tonic peoplea bellava, They want to
found thely actlon on fact, not faney; on
the truth, the demonstrated truth, not
on Imaginations.

COLLEGE CONTRIBUTIONS.

This college now has an endowment fund
of about $330,000, contributed chleflly by
natlve rulers. It recelves about $10,000
annual contributions from native States
and private persons and also nearly $9,-
N subsidy a year from the British Gov-
ernment. Its total receipts, including tul-
tlon fees, minount to more than $50,000 per
year. At present there are 22 students
at the school, of whom 16} are princes
and nobllity of the different States of
Rafputana, and the remainder are from
Baroda, the United Provinces, Nepal,
Orlssn, Hyderabad, Kashmir and central
Indla.
